FOREWARD 


The year 1943 ended with 747 patients remaining in the hospital in 
18 completed wards, Construction continued, priority being given to com 
pleting wards, SeOeQey Main surgery, occupational therapy and Red Cross 
building, administration and shipts service, in the order named» It should 
be noted thet these buildings were constructed by New Zealand labor and 
material and completion was slow due to soarcity of materials and iat powers 
Some of these buildings were of pena sai naaeaon and were eventually 
to form a part of the Auckland School, program. These buildings atueeliy 
took much longer to build, | 

Berly in the year, when it became evident thet the war was moving away 
‘from the South Pacific and that the hospital would soon close, work on the 
two main operating rooms, the orthopedic operating room, physiotherapy 
department, the two large surgical wards, and a second §.0.Q. building was 
stopped, | 

The first $.0.Q. building was completed and opened March 3, 1944, It 
contained GO beds, each room containing one or two beds with connecting 
utility, Some rooms were equipped with private bath. The number of beds was 
more than adequates 

On 18 February, 1944 the patient census was 782, which represented the 
greatest number of patients in the hospital at any one time, This number 
pradually decreased until, on May 10, 1944, there were only 420 patients 
in the hospital. On this date, a11 patients except 11 of staff were trans- 


ferred elsewhere and preparations for dismantling were begun, 
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In due time, all mobile equipment end supplies were packed, crated 
and shipped to Naval Advanced Base, Navy 131. Thore storage was obtained 
and staging commenced in preparation for forward movement. 

| Qn June 12, 1944, word was received changing the name of the hospital 


from UseSs Naval Mobile Hospital No.6, to UsS. Fleet Hospital No, 106.

The quantity and quality of the food was excellent despite ins 
rationing of meat, eggs, some fruits od vegetables. anes Boi, weli- 
balanced meals of a wide variety were served. Fish was served once per 
week, ‘The four cafeteria lines were ona “self-serve” arrangement, 
Wenee, the amount of food wasted was very negligible. 

The area seinaihy intended as the Special Diet Kitchen was completed 
but had to be utilized by the Laboratory. The diet kitchen on one of the 
wards was satisfactorily arranged for the preparation of the required 
special aietac 

Food required for regular diets to be served on the wards was 
rationed from a special steam table installed at the one end of the galley 
and delivered to the ward diet kitchens for preparation and serving. 

It was possible to provide the patients with a sufficient amount of 
fruit a Gigads frosh fruit, fresh milk, and cocoa. The resultant gain in 
weight in those patients who had been without these items for many months 
was very gratifying. 

Screening of all windows and doors in the Commissary Department was 
slow due to the small quantities being shipped owt from the Stetes, but 
was exentually accomplished. However, nightly sp rey ing of the entire 
department was continued. Flies were bothersome in the summer months, 
but there were no cases of food poisoning . 

The crew's scullery was equipped with two electric dishwashers of

ing all foods being delivered by local contractors, Only a few rejections 


of milk were experienced, 


PARAGRAPH TEN (10) WATER 
The city water supply was adequate. During the dry Summer months, 
the sprinkling of lawns and kardens was prohibited, but sufficient water 


was always on hand in case of fire, There were, however, no fires. 


PARAGRAPH ELEVEN (11). TOILET AND BATHING FACILITIES 

In the Chief Petty Officers! quarters, with twenty one bunks to each 
barracks, there were four water closets, two showers, and four wash basins. 
In the remainder of the crew's quarters, with 44 bunks in each barracks, 
there were four water closets, one urinal, two showers, and eight wash 
basins, For each standard ward of fifty beds there were four water closets, 
one shower booth with two shower heads, ons tub, and four wash basins,

Lighter and more spacious type of ambulance is more desirable in a city 
where there are well paved streets. 

Ambulatory patients were transported by chartered buses, each carrying 
from 20 to 40 mens, These were readily available on short notion: 

Additional field ambulances will be provided for use by the time the 
hospital is set up again. These will be slightly larger, permitting an 


attendant to care for patients enroute if necessary. 


PARAGRAPH FIFTREN (15). PERSONNEL OF HOSPITAL 
The nunber of medical and dental officers has been adequate and 
their work has been very satisfactory, Ihe work of the Hospital Corps 


Officers was very satisfactory, but at least two additional officers to 


assist in Property and Accounting and in Personnel would make for better

The number of Hospital Corpsmen was usually about 18% under authorized 
complement, The number of non-medical personel was usually about 39% under 
complement. This latter shortage necessitated the use of hospital corpsmen 
in the maintenance and commissary departments, The work of the enlisted 
personnel was very satisfactory, 
Civilian employees wore a bit difficult to obtain due to existing man 
power shortages, but sufficiont ee and women were eventually hired. ‘Their 
work was satisfactory, Qnly a few proved unsuitable and these were dis- 


charged. 


PARAGRAPH SIXTIEN (16), MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 

Due to the fact that practically all patients were on the neuro~ 
psychiatric service, only one ward was necessary to care for those patients 
on the medical service, This ward contained 49 beds, including 3 beds in | 
quiet rooms. | | 

Meny patients were seon and exemined in consultation with the surgical 
and neuro=psychiatric secu: Thus, in spite of the small number of 
"Medical" patients, this service was very acbive. 

No basal metabolism machine was available, otherwise the facilities 
for the efficient operation of the medical department were very adequate, 

One ward with quiet rooma. was constructed especially for Sonaatoublls 
diseases, but, as no such cases were admitted, the ward was never placed in

The two main general operating rooms and the orthopedic operating 
room were never completely equipped and were therefore never used as 
operating rooms, These operating rooms were never completed because it 
was felt that such large facilities would not be necessary when only 
neuro«psychiatric patients were being admitted, Also, the war was moving 
out of the South Pacific area and ina relatively short time patients 
would be sent elsewhere and the hospital would close.
